AX AWFUL CATASTROPHE. 


PARIS, May 35 —The widely-known thea- 


ter, the Opera Comiqne, is on fire and will 
probably be destroyed. 


LATER,.— The Opera Comique is still 


burning, and no hope is entertained ol 
saving the building. The fire broke oul 
during the performance. 
The theatei 


was crowded, and at the first alarm a 
rush 
was 
made 
for 
the 
exits. 


The 
fire 
spread 
with 
great 


rapidity, and 
many 
persons 
spranp 


from the windows to the ground, to avoid 
being caught by • the names, only to meet 
death by contact with 
the pavement. 


Fourteen of the persons who threw them 
snivel from the windows were instantly 
Hilled, and forty-three were picked up 
mure or less injured, some of thaiufatatly, 
and many seriously. The probability that 
a large number of persons have been 
crushed to death in the galleries and OP 
the stairways is very great, but this is as 
yet. uncertain 
It is, however, beyond 


question that a great many occupying 
seats near the stage were caught by the 
lire and burned to death. little attention 
is boinff paid to saving the building, all 
efforts being directed to rescuing the un- 
lurtuuute inmates, whose cries fill thi

LATER. 


The dead bodies of Hve persons have 


been taken out of Ihe front part of the 
theatre. They were horribly burned and 
it is doubtful that they can be identified. 
T\vo of them were those of a woman and 
a little boy, tho woman clasping the child 
tightly in her arms. 


The tire originated in one of the wings, 


and was caused by u gas jet coming in 
contact with some of the scenery which 
was being shifted into position for tlie

were kept moving toward the exits with-

Cost of Boring. 


The Stare brothers will soon return 


from Ohio full of information about the 
cost and manner of boring for natural 
gas. J. H. Clarke, of Bloomington, has 
visited the gas fields in Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. He is quoted as saying: 


"What will it cost to drill? Well, thut 


depends on conditions. After }ou strike 
the rock it will cost about 81 u foot, uml 
plenty of men will contract to Jo it for 
that and cart away the debris. I can 
give the names of practical and responsi- 
ble drillers, who are working from six to 
ten sets of tools all the time. To get at 
the expense, you can figure it about this 
way Big, $8150; 15-horse-power engine, 
$450; boiler, $220; for drilling, $1 per 
foot; &-inch pipe down through the drift 
to the solid rock, $1.40 per foot; casing 
to keep out water, 45c a foot. After the 
matter has been tested the material can 
all be sold at second-hand prices, leaving 
the net cost of the work about $1 a foot 
in case of failure; if you propose to go 
down 2,500 feet here, it would cost about 
$2,500."
